true Subjects) ſtands imputed by our Adverſaries, 
to the whole Nation : We therefore your Majeſty's 
ſaid dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Lords and Commons 
in Parliament afſembled, do hereby renounce, abomi- 
nate, and proteſt againſt that impious Fact, the exe- 
crable Murder, and moſt unparalell'd Treaſon commit- 
ted againſt the ſacred Perſon aud Life of our ſaid late 
Sovereign, Your Majeſty's moſt Royal Father, and all 
Procceagyags tending thereunto, and do beſeech your 
moſt eXellent Majeſty that it may be declared, and be 
it hereby declared, that by the undoubted and funda- 
mental Laws of this Kingdom, neither the Peers of this 
Realm, nor the Commons, nor both together in Parlia- 
ment or out of Parliament; nor the People colleRively 
or repreſentatively, nor any other Perſons whatſoever, 
ever had, have, hath or ought to have, any Coercive 
Power over the Perſons of the Kings of this 
Realm: And for the better Vindication of our ſelves 
to Poſterity, and as a laſting Monument of our other- 
wiſe inexpreſſible Doteſtation and Abhorrency of this 
vilainous and abominable Fact, we do further beſeech 
Your moſt excellent Majeſty, that it may be enacted ; 
and be it hereby further enacted by the King's moſt ex- 
cellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſenr 
of the Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament 
aſſembled, that every Thirtieth Day of January, unleſs 
it falls out to be on the Lord's Day, and then the next 
Day following, ſhall be for ever hereafter ſer apart to 
be kept and obſerved, Cc. 
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
